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Switeerland has a militia system which calls up 
its men for about four months for a certain number 
of years, after which you are a free man. Of course, 
are 7 on the landsturm till you are forty;

Holland has no standing army, but it has o 
national militia, which is raised by conscription. You 
are called up for ninety days in each year for 
years, after which you are granted unlimited furlough 
as a member of the reserve. 

Portugal has an easier system of conscription. 
When you arrive at conscript age you can buy off, 
otherwise you serve for three vears with the colours, 
five in the reserve, and four in the landwehr. 

Danes are conscripts at twenty-two. They serve 
eight years with the colours—much longer than any 
other continental country—and eight with the reserve. 

Belgium adopts substitution, and the period of 
liability is thirteen years. 

Spain’s system of conscription is similar to that 
which obtains in France.
